United States, is that known as the 
Panama, canal routp. The report .in 
signed by all the members of the com- 
mission, ft was accompanied by a let- 
ter of trnnnfflittai from the president to 
congress. 


The report give in full the correspond- 


ence which has passed between tlie com- 
mission nnd the Panama, Saual company 
at Paris, which includes a cablegram. 
froni-t'hc president of the board dated 
Jan. 9 «s follows: 


"The new Panama Canal company de- 


clares.that it is ready to xccepl for Ihe 
totality, without exception of its prop- 
erty and rights- on,;' the i.ithmus 
the 


amount of $40,000,000, the nbovc offer 
tu remain in force up to -March -4, 1!*OH."' 


The report states that the "(otality'' 


mentioned in this message include fifty- 
si.x parcels of land amoimiiug to 30,000

474,033. 'flic offer ii'jo embraces nil of 
tlic existing 70,000 shores of the Panama. 
Bailroad and Canal company except. ],- 
100 shares held by individuals iu Europe 
and the United States.

property arc mortgage bonds amounting 
lo ?3,43!),OUO. Of this amount the canal 
company owns $371.000. It also holds 
in it* treasury $1,0114.000 subject to sale 
or cancellation, leaving in the hands of 
the public $1.504,000. These bonds beur

also are 


outstanding $U!X>,000 U per cent sinking 
fund bonds. The transfer also will in- 
clude, three passenger and freight trtpani- 
ers of 2,000 tons each.

tendent at Coloa for the Panama Rail- 
way company. 


COLON, Colombia, Jan. -20.—Via. Gal- 
eston. Tex.—A naval battle, which be- 
•a.n at t! o'clock this morning, is in prog- 
ress in the harbor of Panama. The rev- 
olutionary fleet consists of the steamers 
Padilla, Uarien and Gaitan. They are 
trying to force a landing off Suona.

"The disease is at ils height. It 


has been in every county of the state 
with the 
exception of Kenosha 
and 


Richland, although the severer eases »ro 
found in the northern part of the state. 
I think that, while the disease! will d-- 
d-ease with the going of tlie cold weath- 
er, it will never be exterminated until 
all the available material 
is consumed. 


Everyone who ha.-s not had the disease 
or has not been vaccinated will have it. 
During the past year over 10,000 smill- 
xop circulars were distributed.

From this day (May 17) we were not 


to see the sun again for two months. 
At the beplnninj we did not dread the 
prospect of this lone polar night before 
ni, but before the SUB had b<:pu gone 
many days' one of us became very ill. 
Danco lacked the constitution to hold 
out, and on June 5 he di«d. It Is use- 
lees to dwell on sad recollections. He 
was loved <n.b*ard the BeLtrlca, and 
this IBSS, following on the death of the 
sailor Wlenckf, who was washed over- 
board by a wave In Bransfielri strait, 
made a -deep impression on us. Jn the 
obscurity of the midday twilight we 
carried ©tnco's body to a hole which 
had been tn;t lu the Ice and committed 
it to the deep. A bitter wind wa» blow- 
ing ns with baivd heuds, .each', of ua 
Hilent and sad, we left him there— and 
the floe drifted ou. 
.•In the antarctic regions, thanks doubt- 
less to the detPsiaBle climate, the dis- 
astrous effects' of the polar night arc 
far more marked than In rhe north.

Tlie pi-oyc-r harvesting and preserva- 


tion of the hay crop have a great influ- 
ence on dairying, especially, winter dai- 
rying, says G. E. Xcwell In American 
Cnllivator. 


A wise and consequently successful 


dairyman Is always looking ahead a. 
year or more and makirig'his.plans ac- 
cordingly. 


He knows thnt because hay as a win- 


ter food for cows is tabooed by some i« 
due to the reason that it is Improperly 
cured and stored In the summer. 


If we could only, have weather made 


to order during haying, a much better 
quality of fodder than the average 
would result. 


However, even with'the most favora- 


ble weather conditions some farmer* 
would never have good hay. 


They harvest it too eipedltiously andi 


then pack the imperfectly cured grass 
Into tight barns, where the excess 
moisture it contains results later In 
musty or "smoky" hay. 


The bulk ef the hay crop In the Unit- 


ed States Is harvested, according to lat- 
itude, prior lo the middle of July, and It 
has long been considered as a rushing 
season of work. • 


With modern machinery tlie ease and 


rapidity with which the crop can be 
handled tempts the fanner to Imperfect 
curing, and this Is a point that I wish 
to apeak .about 


Do not put fl9mp hay Into large mows 


or stacks. . If the grass contains an 
admixture of clover after a few hours* 
gun In the Bwath, cure It in cocks cap- 
ped If necessary against any possibility 
of rain. 


The Idea i» to get the moisture pretty 


well out of the hay before It has been 
stored away in buik and yet not let It 
become too dry and bleached by too 
much sun. 
' The so called "sweating"'proceBy'that 
freshly cured hay pusses through, be- 
ing simply the evaporation of excess 
moisture, should take place under ecu- 
dlttons in which air e«a freely circulate 
through It. 


By this plan fresh, sweet hay can be 


fed.out to the-cows IB winter, resultlnj 
in an Increased milk flow and augment- 
ed dairy profits.

The principal reason that Imy. has 


fallen Into Bach disrepute.as feetl for 
dairy cows Is because there Is so much 
poor bay fed. 


Where hay Ir stacked it will always 


pay to thoroughly protect the top and 
sides against any .inclemency in the 
weather.

They do.this 
when prices for th» products are no 
greater than American farmers receive. 


The secret of their success is necessi- 


ty. They have been forced to make ev- 
ery square inch of soil pay its highest 
jiroOt, aud us a result they have some 
of the flnost pastures in the world. The 
sod is so 'thick and compact Hint it Is. 
•almost impossible 1:o cut through it. 
Tho coots form'a solid mass in the soil, 
and the grass prows luxtirlantlY, even 
defying dry weather and producing 


I good crops In spite-of close cropping 
| and late in the season, when frost ordi- 


narily kills less successful pasture. 


The thing of it is the .farmers have 


cultivated the soil, planted and replant- 
ed gras* seeds, dressed the pastures r«- 
peatedly with fertilizers and made 
them In every way productive and f«r- 
. tile. The soil is not more adapted nat- 
urally to pa.(ture«. than millions of 
acres in this country which today pro- 
duce only Indifferent crops of grass. 
The. soil is made.artificially rich...And 
the so<l is the result of careful, inten- 
sive farming. 


T« Get Good Pnit«re>. 


Iu the flrst place the Weal pasture 


land must be, seeded with good.seed, 
aud liberal expenditure of fertilisers 
must, be made annually. Then weeds 
must be religiously -destroyed, pulled 
up root and branch every year. It is 
Impossible to get a good pasture unless 
weeds are pulled up. If this work Is 
continued carefully every year, in four 
or five seasons weeds will have 110 
chance whatever. The grass roots will 
occupy tho soil so completely that no 
weeds can flud lodgment there. 


Weeds are tho bane of American 


pasture fields, and the more they are 
allowed to grow aud produce seeds the 
more obnoxious they will become. It Is 
iiv.posslble to get grass seed today that 
will not have some weeds In it, and 
the only hope ot tho farmer is to pull 
up the weeds as fast us they show 
tliern-jcivcs.

The dressing from the bani fer- 
tilizes 'the ground for another year's 
crop.

The calves are. ail dehorned when, 


young, and each year he sells some of 
the older cows and replaces them with 
heifers. Ho us« a separator, and the 
skiromilk iu Dimmer Is fed to young 
pigs .ind in winter to the calves, which 
thrive aud grow rapidly on this diet. 
His farm is well equipped .with all 
modern improvements, aud with In- 
dustry and perseverance he is slowly 
and surely making farming pay.

TURKESTAN MUSKMELONS. 


Wrick Over Thirty POM»*« Each— Do 


•Well 0*17 1» Onr Dry Re* loni. 
When Secretary James Wilson sent 


me on a ten month*' trip to eastern Eu- 
ropean Russia and central Alia, collect- 
ing seeds and . plants for trial in the 
drier parts of the United States, Mys 
Trofessor Hansen of South Dakota In 
The, Orauffe .IiidiJ Farmer, I did not ex- 
pect to find such gigantic muakmelons 
as 1 found In central Asia. This coun- 
try is now known as Turkestan, the 
very heart of Asia, the "roof of tl: 
world" and the cen.ter.of Mohammedan 
civilization 1,000 ye'ars ago. In the 
course of the journey seeds of 2S7 va- 
rieties of mtiskmelons and watermelons 
were obtained for trial and have been 
distributed by tie United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 


I have written very little concerning 


them, as stories .about muskmelons 
weighing from 30 to 40 pounds are not 
readily believed, and I thought the 
melons would soon tell their own story. 
I first encountered the large melons of 
Turkestan in quantity at Amu-Daria, 
nearly 700 miles east of the Caspian 
Bea, en the Transcaspian 
railway. 


Owing to political complications this 
is a sealed province to ordinary travel. 
It is largely a desert country; less than 
5 per cent Is cultivable, and less than 
3 per cent is under cultivation. The 
muskmelous of this country are proba- 
bly the largest and best in the world. 


Kussian government 
officials said 


that the melons from Khiva were tlie 
largest in Turkestan, many weighing 
over one Russian "pood" (36 pounds 
avoirdupois) each. Many of these va- 
rieties are kept all winter and spring 
by suspending them In slings made of 
a kind of reed graus close to the ceil- 
ing in the native houses, where they 
ripen during the winter and far into 
the spring. Some varieties, when gath- 
ered In the fall, are unripe and not lit 
to use, thus extending the season near- 
ly or quite throughout the year. Near- 
ly all are whrte fleshed. At the time 
I remember regarding them as far su- 
perior to any I had ever tasted in 
America, but for accurate Judgment 
one should have both side by side. 


So far these winter muskmclous have 


done well only in the warm, dry re- 
gions of the United • States, which is 
probably due to the fact that they arc 
mostly from reijion* quite cold in win- 
ter, but hot enough to grow cotton 
in the surcmer. . .

CAULIFLOWERJN DEMAND. 


Alwayi Pi-«'IHftbI« If Well Grown. 


Tfce L,ate C'rop. 


The cultivation of the cauliflower is 


Increasing as the demand for it in- 
creases, says American Cultivator, 
The methods are very much the same 
as for cabbage, but the ground can 
scarcely be too rich for the cauliflower, 
and it may be well to apply about 100 
pounds per acre of nitrate of soda, a. 
handful around each plant just before 
tlie flowers form, working it well into 
tie soil. The seed for the early crop 
is sown in the greenhouse or hotbed 
usually in February and. the plants 
hardened and set out In April or May, 
when the ground can be made ready. 


The late crop is from seed sown in 


the open ground in May and June. 


The most c»re Is necessary after the 


flowers begin to 
form, when they 


should be examined every morning 
and the leaves. drawn -in and tied over 
the flower loosely, but still so as to per- 
fectly cover it to prevent discoloration. 
This covering may nsed to be I«osened 
as the flower expands if one has not 
the knack of so tying that the band al- 
lows the loaves to spread as they need 
to. 


With the exception of this care after 


blossoming begins, it *s but little more 
trouble to grow cauliflowers than cab- 
bages, and after the fall frown heads 
are out of the market those who sow- 
seed in the fall and jrrow them in hot- 
houses durinc: the winter find n ready 
market and good pi-Ice* for them. 


The cauliflower U considered a. prof- 


itable crop at whatever season grown 
if well grown, but It will not bear ei- 
ther starvation or neglect.

" I t is my desire to bring it before the 


senate from day to day until action up- 
on it shall have been taken. 1 have no 
desire to press its consideration unduly 
and I know of no desire, upon the part 
of ils opponents to obstruct unduly its 
consideration or passage, although there 
is a, proper wish to debate the subject 
thoroughly.'' 


He hoped that those who were opposed 


to the enactment o£ the bill would be 
prepared 'co proceed promptly with its 
consideration so that the time of the 
senate might not be -wasted. 


The reporjt was ordered by a strict 


pa?fy vote. The bill was amended a,s 
heretofore agreed upon, being a reduction 
of 2") per eant on goods coming from the 
Philippines to the United States with an 
additional reduction of the export tax 
charged in the Philippines on products 
sent out of the islands to the United 
States. 


Mr. Ilawlins (Utah) on behalf of the 


minority of the committee on Philippines 
offered a substitute for the measure pro- 
posed by Mr. Lodge. 


It provides that there shall be tem- 


porary free trade "between the United 
States and the islands; that the United 
States shall continue to occupy and gov- 
ern the islands until a stable government 
lia.s been established when the president 
shall direct Ihc withdrawal from the is 
lands, the United States to retain such 
military and naval stations as are deem-

dared to be foreign territory by the 
minority bill.

Hichland, although the severer eases are 
found in the northern part of the state, 
I think lhat. while the disease! will de- 
crease with the going of the cold weath- 
er, it will never be exterminated until 
all.the available material is consumed. 
Everyone who has not had the diseas'c 
or has not been vaccinated will have it. 
During the past year over 10,000 suiall- 
xop circulars were distributed.

People, traveling to the Pacific 
coast 


in tho present century, enjoying com- 
fortable and luxurious railroad accom- 
modations, can not fully appreciate tho 
vast difference of today and fifty years 
ago, when our forefathers crossed 
the 


plains and mountainous country, a 3,000 
mile overland voyage, the greater part 
of which was through ti savage, hostile 
and barren country. The tourist of to- 
dny has to draw on the imagination to 
Imve Ihc least conception of such a voy- 
ngc. 


This overland trip, from 
"Ritchie 
to 


California, was made by a party from 
this city five decades ago. in company 
with Dr. J. y. Shepherd, nt thut time n 
well known physician here. The doctor 
kept, a, diary. 
.In this daily record 
he 


kept all the data concerning the weari- 
some trip. The diary 
WHS 
afterwards 


published in pamphlet form by his wife, 
Mrs. 
Jtebeecci Shepherd. One of 
the 


small books fell into the possession of 
George Langlois. 


The writer says in his preface: 
"I 


have endeavored to make tlie journal .-.w 
complete a «uide as possible for the Ill- 
turn emigrant, if there should be any 
bold enough to undert-ike the trip. A 
man may be excused for trying it once: 
but In: that paces over such an inhospit- 
able country a seeond'tune, can scarcely 
1>n considered in 
his proper senses.''' 


Tlie writer was hardly n prophet. As 
time passed, the hardships decreased, 
owing to settlements being continually 
made along tho route. Then cajuo 
the 


first stage conch, succeeded 'by even im- 
proved transportation methods, and lasfe 
of all. tho through railway facilities 
were established over practically t-he 
same rouf e ns traveled by Dr. Shepherd 
and 
party. 
Today there arc 
five 


through routes to the Pacific coast, of- 
fering the traveler 
every 
convenience 


and luxury of travel. 


Dr. Shepherd and party traveled from 


Raeine. to Plfieerville, Cal., by wagon, 
leaving this city ou March it, 1850, ar 
riving nt their destination on the Kith 
of August, taking nearly six months to 
complete 
the journey. The time re- 


quired to reach Sun Frnncisco, Cal.. 
from here was a-bout three days. The 
distance, from here to 'Frisco is 3,8i)S 
miles. Considering tho many deviations 
necessary T>y tho 
ordinary roads, 
tho 


computations 
of Dr. Shepherd 
are 


a-bout correct. 


From Racine the party, consisting of 


Messrs. Barton. Bennet, Fleming, Lytle, 
Hamilton, I'ugli, Van Cott, .D. and S. 
Eiolmrdson, Waldron, Kice, Martindale, 
Pearsons, Cornell, Van Horn Dickinson 
and Utley went to the Mississippi river, 
thence through Iowa and Missouri, tlie 
outfit reaching St. Joseph. Mo., on April 
1. tho distance being, as the book says, 
5,10 miles to any of the frontier posts. 
Here the party rested until May first, 
when the real journey commenced. 


But the country which our traveler of 


t-he olden time says wa.3 inhospitable, 
now contains a population of about, 
6,000,000 people, not including the num- 
ber of inhabitants in the states of Ore- 
gon. Washington, Montana, Wyoming or 
the Dakota.*. 


On the 13th of May, the party began 


to get into the bulTalo region, several 
small herd being seen daily. Today 
there arc but few buffalo in the coun- 
try. There in one herd of about 200, 
owned and bred in one of the far west- 
ern states, and a. few others traveling 
around the country for exhibition pur- 


Dickinson, Scho'bey <fe Co., whom they] 
passed farther back on the journey. 
On account of the first party being large 
for the amount of feed to be found in 
any one. place, they declined to fall in,, 
preferring to travel alone than subject 
their horses to scarcity of feed. It was 
impossible to obtain grain for the horses 
for miles. 


On the 24th of the month.. Mr. Flem- 


ing, after being out all day, came in 
with a buffalo carcass. He alao killed n 
hare and antelope, 
which they 
Avere 


obliged to leave. The buffalo meal was 
delicious after living .on salt meat for a 
long, long time. Today the only game 
en route to the Golden ytate is a few 
prairie dogs. 


On the 21)th of May the party encoun- 


tered the first Indians, They passed 
close by live encampments and 
found 


them to 
be "intolerably urgent beg- 


gars." Some of the party traded with 
them for moccasins., etc. 


On the 16th of June, the party reached 


the Hocky Mountains, those 
immense 


piles of nuked granite. When the party 
struck St. Joe, Mo., there were 2,000 in- 
habitants. Today the city has a popu- 
Htion of 102,000. 


For days, the party wealed their way 


through the Eoekies, half of the time 
without sufficient food or provisions. In 
the mountainous region, one of the trav- 
elers nearly collapsed, .He hud suffered 
for days from exposure and was on .the 
verge of the last stages of tuberculosis. 
Several times different emigra-nt outfits 
werq overtaken. A greater number, of 
these .tourists were from the states of 
Wisconsin and Illinois. Fording rivers 
and crossing mountains were the great- 
est; ob.3t»cl&3 to contend with, and then 
at times it was impossible to get feed 
for the horses. Before leaving Kacine 
preparations were mode to carry enough 
feed for the desert. Before this great 
stretch of barren country was reached 
it was necessary to use the feed for the 
horses. 
Severe wind 
and electrical 


storms raised havoc with the temporary 
camps at niglrt. 


After reaching the 


The iced and water was poor, along the 
route and several times'it was-necessary 
to take on a supply of water for. the 
horses iu a large tank carried on one of 
the wagon*. Several times 
along the 


voyage, very dangerous points in th«, 
road were narrowly averted. At 
one 


point they encountered a wicked spring 
and lake, which, when undisturbed was 
clear water and good to drink, but when 
stirred was a deadly poison. In the 
Rocky mountain , section 
they

numerous skeletons scattered around as 
evidences of ita baneful character.

action which it must do. 


It. however, must be admitted the de- 


mand for a change has never been prov- 
>d to be that of a majority demand, for 
nnny very good people saying nothing, 
taking but little interest in the profes- 
sional political band, kicking over the 
colossal majorities of one party or the 
other, as best seems ftt to them, may 
possibly "retain the old-fashioned idea of 
lotting things alon« in fhis respect, or 
in other words the voice of the peaple 
us frequently expressed in the choice of 
local officials, even state ofllc.iala, is often 
as'riot the voice of thoughtfulness we'll 
as indifference and intense local prejudice, 
and thinking voters wholly unin(luenc«d 
by partissuiehip deciding national ques- 
tions by their supposed effects upon the 
common welfare, may conclude the way 
of the fathers of theRepublic is the right 
wn-y si ill to follow.

I3TCREASI-KG COST OF 
EDtTCATIOX. 


The steady cost of education by tho 


public schools in some of the large cities 
is attracting the attention of people 
who a few years ago paid no attention 
thereto. Especially 
is it. the case in 


Chicago, where the cost has niafefiaily 
exceeded' in proportion to the increasing 
number of pupils. TVs ever increasing 
expense is'attributed to the tendency" of 
loading upon the scholars alleged stud- 
ies, and fads, and upon the school trim- i 
mings of various sorts that ever piles up 
the tax levy and now for the first time 
the impression the public has been mak- 
ing a fetich of the school system is 
gaining 
ground. 
A Chicago 
paper 


states that the cost per pupil in ISOo-G 
was $26.95, which was increased to 
$28.78 in 1808-9 and to $31.41 1899-1900. 
The amount of taxes levied for school 
purposes was in 1887, $2.30 per capita; 
in 1891, $3.11 per capita; in 1S94. $3.38 
per capita; in 181)7, $3.24 per capita, and 
in 1900, $3.30 per capita. 


For building purposes in 1879-80 the 


cost of tuition per pupil was $13.75; in 
18SS-S9 it had risen to $19.99 and 1899 
it had mounted up to $25.05. As to to- 
tal 
taxes for .school purposes 
the 


amount in 1881 was $872,585; in 1887, 
$1,737,841; in 1891, $4,117,999; in 1897, 
$5,027,830. and 
in 1900 $6,637,902, For 


1900 the board called 
for $10,206,060. 


and the supreme court removing the 5 
per cent tax limit, the -board got it mak- 
ing the school tax rate $3,6.1.

appears, been due to the increasing 
population, as the rate has exceeded the 
population rate.

CLAIM, 


No Payment Ever Made to Her for Land 


Seized for Fortification*. 


Denver Xews: 
lit 1860 Mrs. Jessie 


Benton Fremont, 
wife of the 
famous 


Pathfinder, purchased certain lands at 
Point San Jose, near San Francisco, for 
$40,000. and built a residence thereon. 
In 18t!3 the place ^vas deemed essential 
for the erection of fortifications for the 
defense .of San Francisco harbor, 
n.tul 


was taken possession of by the military 
authorities, and still is used for military 
purposes by the government. Not a 
dollar has ever beenvpaid Mrs. Fremont 
for her property. The leading title- 
guarantee company of San Francisco Af- 
ter 
a 
critical investigation, 
certifies 


that the legal title rests In Mrs. Fre- 
mont. The legislature of California has 
adopted a joint memorial and resolution 
to congress, asking- that payment be 
made to Mrs. Fremont for the land thus 
seized. Representative Baird has intro- 
duced a bill in congress for this purpose. 
It ought to pass. 


John C. Fremont and his wife, who 


was a, 'daughter of the great Senator 
Thomas K. Bentoiij have 
been ill-used 


by the American people. Few men ren- 
dered their country more distinguished 
services than Fremont, and his title of 
'•the 
Pathfinder1' 
belongs 
to 
his 


name by rights. For years he was car- 
ried on the books .of the government ns 
a defaulter for a few hundred dolhm. 
but after his death an examination of 
his accounts, instituted by request of his 
wife, revealed the fact that the govern- 
ment had during all these yean1- owed 
him over $10,000. His grave is rlmost 
unmarked. His widow is old and feeble, 
and. 
not in affluent circumstances., and 


yet the nation has robbed her of the 
land that was her home.

One Near Pike's Grove Maintained 


by SI,000 Bequest. 


PARISHIONERS ONLY 


MUSTER TWO AT TIMES 


But Ministers Conduct Services Junt the 


Same—Free Will Baptist Church at 


Mygatt's Corners Also Over 


fifty Years O!d. 


There arc two churches in the town 


of Ml .Pleasant that arc now struggling 
/or existence. One is the Free Will 
Baptist church, located,at My-j;atts Cor- 
ners, and the other is known as the 
Pike Grove Welsh church. These 
two 


places of worship once upou a time, nut 
so many years ago. enjoyed large con- 
gregations and were a>ble to. sustain- a 
clergyman. Today, 
l:ho congregations 


comprise, but a very few parishioner* 
and neither have a minister. 
' The Pike Grove church is located bxit 
a few rods south of .the old Richcar-i 
Richards farm. It -was built nigli onto 
fifty years ago; consequently is consid- 
erably dilapidated, today. The churcli 
is a wooden structure and of very plain 
architecture. 
Many yeara 
ago3 it was 


painted, but the exterior view in the 
present century only shows the weath- 
ered pine slabs. 


The principal reason why the parish- 


ioners have decreased in such noticeable 
numbers is attributed.to the demise of 
the members of the congregation. Some 
years ago services were held every Sab- 
bath afternoon. Welsh farmers 
drove 


miles to attend the. meetings. Aroiincl 
the church, in the sheds 
built for the 


teams,, 
them 
were frequently 
from 


twenty to forty rigs. Mt. Pleasant 
in 


those days was thickly populated...with 
Welsh residents. 
.A large number ,.oi 


the pioneers have died; 
the balance, 


with the exception of a very few fami- 
lies, have emigrated farther west or .else 
have moved into the city. 
; 


When the. church was first 'built, the 


late Richard Richards' father, it is said, 
bequeathed 
the sum of $1,000 for its 


maintenance; that is., he gave the use 
of the money for that purpose. This 
money now goes, according to the story, 
to the minister who resides in this city 
but preaches every Sunday afternoon in 
the church, oftentimes 
to a congrega- 


tion not numbering more than two peo- 
ple, but services are held just the^ame. 
It is ,suid that not a-dollar has'been ex- 
pended in improving the church in the 
last twenty years. «... 


Rev. Thomas Evans, .pastor 
of the 


Park avenue Welsh church in the city, 
in the divine who presides over all the 
meetings. Every Sunday afternoon, no 
matter what the atmospheric condition;) 
may be, he can bo found 
at a certain 


hour preaching to the small audience. 
This has been the practice for years and 
will continue until the last 
member of 


the. parish dies or moves away. 


This same state of affairs covers ihe 


conditions of the Mygatts church, only 
for years the church sustained a minis- 
ter of-its own. Severn! months ago the 
congregation found they could not sup- 
port 'a clergyman. Since tha-t time 
a 


youtig man studying for the clergy has 
come up from one of the colleges'every 
Friday night and remained till after the 
regular Sunday services. During his 
stay-hi the country he boards around 
with the different farmers 


This church once enjoyed a congrega- 


tion as large, perhaps, as the nurafb«r of 
parishioners of any church in.the city. 
The members were composed of Yan- 
kees, who came here from the east in 
the early days, settling on farms iu that 
vicinity. Today but a few of the old 
timers remain, many of whom have re- 
tired. Others have died and a large 
number have moved into the city or else 
located in other states. This same lo- 
cality is now occupied by foreigners, 
who go to chAirches of their own denom- 
ination in the city. 


The Mygatts churcli 
was a very 


wealthy institution once upon a time. 
Besides owning the church., the congre- 
gation built a cosy personage a few 
rods from the church and had a large 
building used for Sunday school and lit- 
erary purposes erected a few feet north 
of the church, together with any num- 
ber ol sheds used for the protection of 
horses and teams in stormy M-eather. 
The church and buildings were construc- 
ted before the 
civil war, about . fifty 


years ago.

Chicago Companies Sending Out 


Hundreds of Tons from Kenosha 


County Lakes Daily. 


KENOSHA, Jan. 18.—The .Chicago' ice 


companies working 
cm the 
Kenosha 


county; inland last's are shipping .thou- 
sands of tons of ice out 'of .the;'state at 
this time. Less than,half of the ice cut 
is placed in the houses Jiere. It is being 
shipped directly from-'the surface oJ the 
lakes to fill houses in Oak Park, Melvose 
Park, Chicago, Evanston and other cities. 
The North-western" railway 
is running 


special trains of a hundred cars loaded 
to their fullest capacity daily. Several 
of the companies have not made an ef- 
fort'to. nil some of t'he, house« and have 
announced that they will be left closed 
until''after the matter of the ice tax is 
settled. But the harvest is greater tlum 
ever -before and moat of the ice is being 
shipped to other points for storage. 


The Bristol Telephone company of this 


county iias applied to the mayor and the 
city council for the rights necessary to 
build its Hue from. Pleasant Prairie into 
this-city. The managers of 
the 
com- 


pany ask that they be permitted to 
streteh tihe wires of their line on the 
poles owned by the lire department of 
the city. The plan is to open a central 
exchange in Kenosha, thus giving t'he 
city and the outside vvoiid A connection 
with all the smaller 
towns and farm- 


houses in the county. The request will 
probably be granted at the next meeting 
of thecou noil.

Number

Mound Cemetery, 


The contents of the many mysterious 


mounds scattered throughout 
Wiscon- 


sin will doubtless before long be discov- 
ered, for the sum of $5,000 is to be rais- 
ed by the Archaeological section of the; 
Natural History society for this purpose, 
at Milwaukee. It was decided upon at 
a meeting held this week. 


At this; meeting attention was called 


to the fact that many of the best speci- 
mens of ancient pottery had bee:i dis- 
covered in Wisconsin. Possibly there is 
not a spot in the great state where 
more mounds have and do now exist 
than at Mound cemetery, the home of 
the dead, in the western outskirts of 
JRacine. 


This burying ground is beautifully sit- 


uated, on elevated ground, embracing 
enarly fifty blocks. Sylvan Dell creek 
winds it way gracefully .through the 
grounds, and is spanned by a- handsome 
iron bridge. The property was purchas- 
ed by Xormaii Claric and Mr. Mclienzie, 
of a half-breed Indian named Wilraot, 
living at Buffalo, and nineteen acres of 
it was sold to the city in 1850. 


The grounds Avcre literally 
covered 


with mounds and a laa-ge number are 
still in existence and the thousands of 
people who visit the grounds yearly, of- 
ten stand or sit on these secret places 
and wonder 
wha-t 
lies 
beiienth. No 


doubt this was at one time an Indian 
burial ground, for the reason tihat ma.«y 
Indian skeletons and instruments of war 
have been exhumed from mounds. 


According to the statement made by 


one of the former sextons of the place, 
more than one hundred remains of In- 
dians were taken up . in early days. 
Whether the mounds that still exist will 
ever be explored remains to be seen.

tion of tho .hay crop have a great influ- 
ence on dairying, especially ^winter dai- 
rying, says G. E. Xewell In American 
Cultivator. 


A wise and consequently successful 


dairyman is always looking ahead a 
year or more and making"his-plans ac- 
cordingly.

He knows that because hay as a win- 


ter food for cows is tabooed by some it 
due to the reason that it is improperly 
cured and stored in tbe summer. 


If we could only, have weather made 


to order during haying, a much better 
quality of fodder than the average 
would result. 


However, even with'the most favora- 


ble weather conditions some farmers 
would never have good hay. 


They harvest it too expedltionsly and 


then pack the Imperfectly cured grass 
into tight barns, where the excess 
moisture it contains results later in 
innsty or "smoky" hay. 


The bulk of the bay crop I u the Unit- 


ed States is harvested, according to lat- 
itude, prior to the middle of July, and it 
has long been considered as a rushing 
season of work. 
• 


With modem machinery the ease and 


rapidity with which the crop can be 
handled tempts the farmer to imperfect 
curing, and this is a point that I wish 
to speak about 


Do not put flamp hay into large mows, 


or stacks. If the grass contains an 
admixture of clover after a few hours' 
•un in the swath, cure it In cocks cnp- 
ped if necessary against any possibility 
of rain. 


The idea is to get the moisture pretty 


well out of the hay before it has been 
stored away in buSk and yet not let;It 
become too dry and bleached by too 
much sun. 


The so called "sweating" procei»s: that 


freshly cured hny passes through; be- 
ing simply the evaporation of excess 
moisture, should take place under con- 
ditions in which air can freely circulate 
through it.

By this plan fresh, sweet liay can be 


fedvout to the cows in winter, resulting 
in an increased milk flow and augment- 
ed dftiry profits.

The principal reasion that hay h»a 


fallen into such disrepute.as feed for 
dairy cows is because there is so much 
poor hay fed. 


Where hay is stacked it will always 


pay to thoroughly protect the top and 
sides against any .inclemency in the 
weather. 
Balloon framed sheds are 


useful for this purpose, but they must | 
have tight roofs.

The 
sod is so 'thick and compact that it is. 
almost Impossible to cut through It. 
Tho rpots form a solid mass In the soil, 
and the grass prows luxuriantly, even 
defying dry weather and producing 
good crops in spite-of close cropping 
and late in the sensou, when frost ordi- 
narily kills less successful pasture. 


The thing of it is the farmers have 


cultivated the soil, plnnted and replnnt- 
ed gras» seeds, dressed the pastures re- 
peatedly with fertilizers and jmade 
them in every, way productive and fer- 
tile. The soil is not more adapted, nat- 
urally to pastures than millions of 
acres In this country which today pro- 
duce only indifferent crops of grass. 
The. soil.Is made.artificially rich,,*nci 
the sod is the result of careful, inten- 
sive farming. 


T« Get Oeod Pnvtwrea. 


In the-, first place tho Ideal pasture 


land must bo. seeded with good.seed, 
and liberal expenditure of fertilizers 
must.be made annually. Then weeds 
must be religiously destroyed, pulled 
up root anil branch every year. It Is 
impossible to get a good pasture unless 
weeds are pulled up. If this work is 
continued carefully every year, in four 
or five seasons weeds will have no 
chance whatever. The grass roots will 
occupy tho soil so completely that no 
weeds can flud lodgment there. 


Weeds are the bane of Ainerlcab 


pasture fields, and the more they arc 
allowed to grow and produce seeds the 
more obnoxious they will become. It is

A Maine dairyman who is making 


the business pay is G. O. Jacobs,, says 
New England Homestead. Last year 
lie had eighteen cows and twelve heif- 
ers in bis herd. The heifers were two 
and three years old and not in milk all 
of the time. He sold the cream to a 
factory, where part of it was made in- 
to butter-'ami the remainder sold fresh. 
Ho received monthly checks from this 
factory, which amounted at the end of 
tho year to $1,400. 


Twenty years ago he bought an old, 


run down farm and kept increasing his 
stock a* the hay would warrant. Be- 
ginning with a half dozen cows, he 
has steadily Increased until now he has 
fifty in his herd. Corn, oats and bar- 
ley are raised nud ground for the cows. 
Cottonseed meal.is bought and fed with 
it. The dressing from the barn fer- 
tilizes "the ground for another year's 
crop. 
The cultivated land is seeded 


down, and so the exchange goes ou 
.until now he owns one of thu finest 
farms in Kennebcc county. 


The calves ore ail dehorned when, 


young, and each year he sells some of 
tho. older cows and replaces them with, 
heifers. He usos a separator, aud the 
skirumilk ill-.summer Is. fed to young 
pigs and lu winter to the calves, which 
thrive and grow rapidly, on this diet. 
His farm is well equipped with all 
modern improvements, aud with in- 
dustry and jxjrseTerance he is slowly 
and surely making farming pay. 


Over Tfclrty PeaaaV Each— Do 


Well. Only 1m Onr Dry Recloni. 
Wben Secretary James Wilson sent 


me on a ten months' trip to eastern Eu- 
ropean Russia and central Asia, collect- 
ing seeds and, plants for trial in the 
drier parts of the tJnited States, says 
Professor Hansen of South Dakota in 
The Orange Jiidd Farmer, I did not ex- 
pect to find such gigantic muskmelons 
as 1 found in central Asia. This coun- 
try is now known as Turkestan, the 
very heart of Asia, the "roof of th 
world" and the centerof Mohammedan 
'"civilization 1,000 years ago. In the 
course of the journey seeds of 287 va- 
rieties of muskmelons and watermelons 
were obtained for trial and have been 
distributed by the .United States de- 
partment of agriculture; 


I "have -written very little, concerning 


them, as sfcorie? : about muskmelons 
weighing from 30 to 40 pounds are not 
readily believed, and I thought the 
melons would soon tell their own story. 
I first encountered the large melons of 
Turkestan in quantity at Amu-Darla, 
nearly 700 miles east of the Caspian 
eea, en the Transcaspian railway. 
Owing to political complications this 
is a sealed province to ordinary travel. 
It is largely a desert country; less than 
5 per cent is cultivable, aud less than 
S per cent is under cultivation. The 
muskmelons of this country are proba- 
bly the largest and best in the world. 


Russian government 
officials said 


that the melons from Khiva were the 
largest in Turkestan, many weighing 
over one Russian "pood" (36 pounds 
avoirdupois) each. Many of these va- 
rieties are kept all vfinter and spring 
by suspending them in slings made of 
a kind of reed grans close to the ceil- 
ing In the native houses, where they 
ripen during the winter and far into 
the spring. Some varieties, when gath- 
ered in the fall, are unripe and not fit 
to use, thus extending the season near- 
ly or quite throughout the year. Near- 
ly all are white fleshed. At the time 
I remember regarding them as far su- 
perior to any I had ever tasted in 
America, but for accurate judgment 
one should have both side by side. \ 


So far these winter muskmelous have 


done well only in the warm, dry re- 
gions of the United-States; which is 
probably due to the fact that they are 
mostly from regions quite cold in win- 
ter, but hot enough to grow cotton 
in the summer,. ..

ment of agriculture, Washington, The 
demand is at- present much greater 
than the supply, but names will be 
placed ou file. .

Professor G. L. McKay of the Iowa 


Agricultural college, who has been

Danish butter: , 


It has been a great problem to mo 


that the'Danish butter has a higher 
percentage of water than ours has, yet 
at the same time It has a mealy, dry 
appearance. Investigation showed me 
that their methods of churning and 
working were peculiar. The churning 
is at. a moderately high temperature, 
n in! the butter comes soft. It is drop- 
ped at. ouce into cold water and theu 
put on the table and worked three- 
quarter* of a minute, after which it is 
again put in cold water for a moment, 
then brought back and worked one to 
one and a quarter minutes. This makes 
only twe minutes of working. When 
finished, it is packed into kegs for the 
market. It Is said that this method is 
used to get the buttermilk out and to 
•Lato it clear, but It is probably intend- 
ed 10 work the water into the .butter us 
well, The Danish, butter .will average 
5 per cent more water than ours, and 
yet it docs not show it.

The Late Crop. 


The cultivation of tbe cauliflower is 


increasing as the demand for it in- 
creases, says. American 
Cultivator. 


The methods are very much the same 
as for cabbage, but the ground can 
scarcely bo too rich for the cauliflower, 
and it may be well to apply about 100 
pounds per acre of nitrate of sodn, a, 
handful around each plant just before 
the flowers form, working it well into 
the soil. The seed for the early crop 
is sown in the greenhouse or hotbed 
usually in February and the plants 
hardened and set out in April or May, 
wheu the ground can be made ready. 


The late crop is from seed sown in 


the open ground in May and June. 


The most care is necessary after the 


flowers begin to form, when, they 
should be examined every morning 
and the leaves drawn in and tied over 
the flower loosely, but still so as to per- 
fectly cover it to prevent discoloration. 
This covering may need to be loosened 
as the flower expands if one has not 
the knack of so tying that the band al- 
lows the leaves to spread as they need 
to. 
.""" 


With the exception of this care after 


blossoming begins, it is but'little more 
trouble to grow cauliflowers than cab- 
bages, and after the full grown heads 
are out of the market those who sow 
seed in the fall and grow them in hot- 
houses during tie winter find a ready 
market and good prices for them. 


The cauliflower i» considered a prof- 


itable crop at whatever season grown 
if well grown, but it will not bear ei- 
ther starvation, or neglect.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


IS GAINING GROUND 


Alarm of Beet Sugar Gr«me« and M»nu: 


faeturers ifot Unfounded. 
.- 


Eepitblican....members of the hou^e, es- 


pecially those from'-districts in wh'fch 
sugar beets are grown, fear, that the 
work of the ways and means committee 
on Cuban reciprocity question*will he 
rendered valueless by the senate if the 
controlling .interests at that end of the 
capitol are not circumvented. In antag- 
onizing the proposition to reduce the 
duty on Cuban sugar these representa- 
tives 'have formed an alliance of formid- 
able proportions. They are apprehensive, 
however, that not only will the work of 
the 
ways and 
means 
committee be 


thrown away, but they will not have .an 
opportunity to marshal their forces in 
battle array and administer a crushing 
defeat to Cuban reciprocity. 


They are aroused by a movement 


launched in the senate to attach Cuban 
reciprocity as a rider to the Philippine 
tariff bill, throw it into conference and 
force its adoption by the house without 
debate. The senate has methods of its 
own to compel the house to accept its 
ultimatum, and tne sugar beet Republi- 
cans believe that unless they are able to 
frustrate the latest move in its incip- 
iency tlie house will not be afforded an 
opportunity to discuss Cuban reciprocity 
or vote on it, on its merits. A petition 
is. therefore,-being circulated among the. 
Republican* of the house, pledging the 
signers to vote against a Cuban reciproc- 
ity rider should it be attached to the 
Philippine bill. It is being'freely circu- 
lated, and, should it receive-the indorse- 
ment of a majority of the Eepublican 
members, a similar petition will then be 
circulated on the Democratic side, where 
much support is expected from members 
from districts producing tobacco 
and 


cane sugar.

the soil to a considerable distance from 
the tree, sometimes ten 'feet. 


Among the "strictly remedial meas- 


ures nou$ is of greater « importar.of) 
than the isolation of diseased trees by 
ditching. If a single tree fn the middle 
•of the orchard Is found to be diseased, 
a ditch should at once be 'dug around 
it to prevent if possible the .further 
spread of the disease by the subter- 
ranean mycelial strands.

Old oak stumps or even dead oak 


roots remaining in the soil are apt to 
become fertile sources of the Infection 
of the healthy trees planted in that 
same soil. From tho above it follows 
that It Is the part of wisdom to remove 
all old oak etunips from the orchard 
and to dig up all roots of such trees re- 
maining In the soil. These should be 
carefully burned and in no case allow- 
ed to remain on the surface of the soil.

A Washington correspondent B»y£: 


Representative, Eddy of Minnesota de- 
nies -with a good deal .of-,feeling that he 
faa« ejver, said"r.thit/congressmenvdo not 
eirn the $5,000,per year which"they re- 
o«rvc • from thet government, and .that a 
majority of the members of congress 
could not earn a similar salarj* in other 
walks of life. Mr. -Eddy says that he 
hot only never said thie, but that his 
personal .belief ift that .members of con- 
gress aro underpaid, and that nearly all 
of them- could Without exertion or 
trouble earn twice as much in,any other 
walk pi life, to which they might devote 
their energies.

Mr. Eddy, is altogether 'too compli- 


mentary. While it is undoubtedly true 
that there are men in congress whose 
talents, are, of »n'order which will per- 
mit them to -earn more than Uncle Sam 
is willing to pay for their, services in 
either the senate of house, these is a 
very considefa'ble element, Especially in 
the house of 'representatives, which does 
not earn $5,000 a year and which could 
not'earn it outside of congress. 


The proof of this is found in the fact 


that'every congress unloads 
scores of 


member's upon the world whose abilities 
do not. enable them at the Completion af 
their term of service to make as- good a 
living as they did while drawing a sal- 
ary from Uncle Sam. A few examples 
of the same character are found in the 
senate. At the conclusion of the fifty- 
sixth congress half 
a dozen senators 


whose terms expired were forced to 
seek-appointment at the hands of the 
la,te President McKinley in order to tide 
them over temporary financial stringen- 
cies. They were all men of unusually 
high reputation as members of the na- 
tional legislature, all of them lawyers. 
But, nevertheless, they were glad to ac- 
cept the positions which Mr. McKinley 
cheerfully offered them,

Paris green was applied by means of 


a dry powder gun wbile the plants 
were w«t wttb rain. It killed a good 
many of tbo beetles,- but the plants 
eoon began'to show signs of injury, 
and within a few days it became neces- 
eary-to:replant nearly tbe whole-patch. 
Later on air slated lime containing a 
little turpentine was applied to the 
plants when tbe beetles appeared, and 
it seemed to be at least partially effect- 
Ive to protecting the plants.

Toward the end ot-'-June, when tb« 


beetle* became exceedingly aggressive 
in tbcir attacks, spraying with bor- 
deaux: mixture was resorted to, and it 
seemed to be the most efficient remedy 
tried. This mixture, composed of fouf 
pounds of lime and four of copper sul- 
phate (blue vitriol) to 60 gallons of. wa- 
ter, Is primarily a fungicide, but it 
seems either to kill or drive away the 
•tripcd beetles better than do the usual 
Insecticides. 
Few insects besides the striped beetle 


caused any very serious trouble. The 
cutworms nipped off a few newly 
transplanted cabbage plants; but were 
dug from their hiding places beside the 
destroyed plants and killed^ 


Cabbage worms were somewhat trou- 


blesome, especially on the late cabbage, 
but succumbed to two doses of belle- 
bore mixed in water at tbe rate of one 
ounce to a gallon and »prayed on tu« 
plants. Tlie mixture Was made stron- 
ger than usual because,.vthe,,hellebore
